MAJOR DISASTER FOR FLORIDA 


WASHINGTON — President 
Clinton today moved again to increase 
federal hurricane aid for Florida by de- 
claring parts of the state a major disas- 
ter area. The action follows the Presi- 
dential emergency declaration issued last 
Thursday (August 3) within hours after 


Hurricane Erin hit Florida’s western 


panhandle. 
The emergency aid included the 


immediate delivery of emergency gen- 


erators, mobile communications ve- 
hicles, chain saws, plastic sheeting, 
tents, cots and other essential supplies. 
Federal personnel also were made avail- 
able to augment state rapid impact as- 
sessment teams if needed. . 

“The President’s fast response a 
week ago answered the immediate need 
for basic human resources and funding 
for emergency measures that were taken 
to protect life and property in threatened 
areas before and after the storm,” said 
James Lee Witt, director of the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). “Today’s declaration fulfills 
our pledge to continue to help as neces- 
sary by making additional assistance 
available for the longer term recovery 
of people in the most seriously affected 
areas.” 

Witt toured hurricane-damaged 
areas last Friday with Gov. Chiles and 
immediately reported his findings to the 
White House. Federal and state prelimi- 
nary damage assessments were com- 
pleted the next day. 

Immediately after the declaration, 
Witt designated the counties of Brevard, 
Escambia and Okaloosa eligible for fed- 
eral funding to supplement the recovery 


needs of stricken residents and business 


owners. He said that federal aid require- 
ments are being evaluated in other areas 
and additional designations may be made 
when the assessments are completed. 

The assistance in the three coun- 
ties, to be coordinated by FEMA, can in- 
clude temporary housing for those whose 
homes are unlivable, grants for meeting 
Serious disaster-related needs, low-inter- 
est loans to cover uninsured private and 
business property losses, and other relief 
programs to help individuals and fami- 
lies recover from the effects of the hurri- 
cane. 

In addition, Witt said federal funds 
will be provided for affected local gov- 
ernments to pay 75 percent of the eligible 
costs for removing debris in the countiesof

Bay, Brevard, Escambia, Okaloosa, Santa 
Rosa, and Walton. The counties also are 
eligible for funding on a cost-sharing 
basis for approved programs that miti- 
gate future disaster risks. 

Witt named Michael J. Polny, of 
FEMA’s regional office in Atlanta, Ga., 
to coordinate federal recovery operations 
in the affected area. Polny said that resi- 
dents and business owners who sustained 
losses in Brevard, Escambia and 
Okaloosa counties can begin applying 
for assistance immediately by calling 1- 
800-462-9029, or 1-800-462-7585

Teacher takes students on worldwide tour 
with amateur radio 


It was in the year 1950 when I was 
first introduced to ham radio by my Sci- 
ence teacher WIBDV. Some 45 years later 
I still find myself introducing ham radio 
to my Social Studies students at 
Colonial’s Ninth Grade Center. I continue 
to maintain almost daily HF contact with 
WIBDV, now age 90. Besides being my 
Elmer, he was the key figure in provid- 
ing the foundation for my first career as 
a professional radio operator, eventually 
responsible for Air Force One radio op- 
erations. It all started in Room 23, 
Northbridge High School, Massachusetts 
when I was 15 years old. 

Today I use ham radio in my So- 
cial Studies classes as a supplement to 
the traditional curriculum. In my Geog- 
raphy classes, for example, we study Ar- 
gentina in the conventional way - lectures, 
discussions, textbook, films, handouts, 
etc. My students form a hypotheses. Then 
we use ham radio to supplement and con- 
firm this learning by talking direct to 
Argentina with prepared questions for the 
ham operator on the other end. 

Since I started using HF ham radio 
in the classroom in Orange County in 
1973, I have logged over 3,000 quality 
QSO’s with “the world”, most of them 
on 10-15-17-20 meters. My students have 
talked to hundreds of kids in other schools 
around the world, airplanes in flight 
(aeronautical mobiles) and ships at sea 
(maritime mobiles). 

I’m often asked which contacts in 
the past 22 years were the most unusual 
or significant. Certainly they were all sig-

nificant. But the ones that I remember 
most were the QSO’s with kids in other 
schools around the world. I remember, for 
example, my kids talking to middle school 
kids in Fyn Island (Denmark) as well as 
other gymnasium (secondary) schools in 
Europe, Asia, Africa and Australia. Of 
course the time differences created sched- 
uling problems but even this “problem” 
became a learning experience for my kids. 


- Other QSO’s with U.S. military person- 


nel in troubled areas of the world were 
certainly unusual, significant and educa- 
tional. Several contacts with Germany on 
the day of their unification gave my stu- 
dents a first-person experience that they 
will never forget. We had similar QSO’s 
with the ex-Soviet Union, ex-Yugoslavia 
and ex-Czechoslovakia on the days fol- 
lowing their reconstruction. 

In 1989 one of my 1994-1995 
logsheets show 203-.contacts with 53 
countries but the most significant of them 
all was the almost daily QSO’s with Terry, 
KB7SI/MM, who is the Radio-Electron- 
ics Officer on board the 161-foot freighter 
“OMI Sacrament”. This ship carries sur- 
plus grain from the United States to Third 
World countries. We receive daily lati- 
tude/longitude reports from Terry and plot 
him on classroom maps as he travels 
around the world. Terry was a profes- 
sional videographer before becoming a 
merchant seaman. He takes video on each 
trip from port to port across the oceans 
and again at the destination countries. He 
then mails the edited tapes to my students 
at Colonial High School. We have a col- 
lection of quality video tapes provided by 
Terry of Lithuania, most of the mid-East- 
ern countries and most recently Abidjan, 
Ivory Coast, West Africa. 

My students, to show their appre- - 
ciation to Terry, recently sent him a 
plaque and a student-prepared video of 
Colonial High School’s Ninth Grade Cen- 
ter, including ham radio activities in 
Room 32. Feedback from Terry revealed 
that he shared this tape as part of his pre- 
sentation to a radio club in his home state 
of Washington. It’s contagious! The bot- 
tom line is that the kids learn by amateur 
radio HOW, WHY AND WHERE the . 
world is and their time and place in it. It 
started for me in 1950 and continues.

Note from Ed: It appears that the 
use of a narrow band CW filter gives su- 
perior reduction of static. As static is 
wideband, it is directly reduced as the 
bandwidth of the receiver is narrowed, 
while the desired CW signal is not af- 
fected. A 500 Hz 8 crystal CW filter may 
require adjusting the IF passband control 
to the crystal filter ’s exact pass frequency. 
Procedure: In WB, tune to your preferred 
CW tone, switch to NB, then turn the IF 
shift knob for the strongest signal. This 
setting can remain for both wideband and 
narrowband use on CW. 73, Ed.

2 meter record claimed 


An overwater distance record on 
the 144 MHz band has apparently been 
set between Hawaii and Washington state. 

On July 1, 1995, Paul Lieb, 
KH6HME, on Mauna Loa volcano, 
worked Jim Costello, W7FI, in 


* Woodinville, Washington, near Seattle, a ° 


distance of 4333 kilometers. The previ- 
ous record was set between KH6HME and 
XE2GXQ, on Baja California, a distance 
of 4276 km, on July 13, 1989. 

This tropospheric ducting opening 
began June 28 when the 144.170 MHz 
beacon on Mauna Loa, 13,680 feet (4170 
meters) above sea level, was heard on the 
West Coast, according to QST VHF col- 
umnist Emil Pocock, W3EP, who called 
the next three days “the most widespread 
Hawaii-to-West Coast opening ever re- 
corded.” 

In the early evening of June 30, 
. KH6HME worked WI7Z and N7KSI, 


both near the coast of Washington, the 
first ever 144-MHz contacts from that 
state to Hawaii, and then worked N7AVK, 
in Oregon. The breakthrough came the 
next day, at 0600, when KH6HME 
worked several Seattle-area stations, be- 
ginning with W7FI, and was heard by 
VE7SKA, who could not make himself 
heard in Hawaii. 

Using computer software, the vari- 
ous Seattle-area stations calculated who 
was the farthest from Mauna Loa, and 
the winner was W7FI. The record-set- 
ting distance was 58 km farther than the 
six-year-old record. 

Unfortunately, the conditions did 
not extend to higher bands; KH6HME 
made 432 MHz contacts with K6QXY 
and W6SYA, but no others were com- 
pleted.

The ARRL has asked the Federal 
Communications Commission to imple- 
ment US participation in an ‘’Interna- 
tional Amateur Radio Permit” covering 
countries in the Western Hemisphere. 

~The IARP would allow, in conjunc- 
tion with an amateur’s home-country li- 
cense, temporary operation in any other 
country in the Americas that has signed 
the agreement. 

The IARP was developed through 
the Inter-American Telecommunication 
Commission (CITEL) by Region 2 of the 
International Amateur Radio Union, and 
after approval by CITEL it was presented 
to the General Assembly of the Organi- 
zation of American States, where The 
Inter-American Convention on an Inter- 
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members weathered the storm well. Stan, 
W4JKK, of Sebastian had some antenna 
damage along with some previous light- 
ning damage to his radio but still made 
the net the following Sunday.

national Amateur Radio Permit was 
adopted on June 8, 1995. 

(The US Communications Act per- 
mits the FCC to allow foreign radio ama- 
teurs to operate in the US and its territo- 
ries through both bilateral agreements— 
the familiar “’reciprocal operating agree- 
ments’’ between two countries—and 
multilateral agreements, such as the 
IARP.) 

The IARP, the League said, would 
eliminate paperwork for both the FCC 
and for US, as well as foreign, licensed 
amateurs. Countries signing the agree- 
ment will not be allowed to levy a fee or 
tax on a visiting I[ARP-holder. IARPs 
would be issued in two categories: Class 
1 (in the US, Amateur Extra Class privi- 
leges), and Class 2, Technician class 
privileges). '

Digital Ditherings 


It’s nice to see you here again, eyes 
scouring the ‘Skip for the latest info on 
Florida Ham happenings (and nice new 
shiny digital knowledge from this col- 
umn, of course...grin). 

I had planned to set off on a bold 
new adventure with a first look at the 
“Lan Link” software by Joe Kasner, but 
those broad new vistas of packet operat- 
ing will have to remain “just around the 
corner” a little longer. 

My continued use of paKet has un- 
veiled some strengths and weaknesses, 
which I’ll pass on to you now. As an 
added extra, we’ll examine a paKet script 
I’ve come up with, which will help you 
automate many of your routine packet 
BBS operations. 

In the “strengths and weaknesses 
department” we present the following for 
your edification. 

STRENGTH: PakKet is very good 
at allowing you to capture a large amount 
of data in it’s “scrollback” buffer. 

WEAKNESS: It’s a bit difficult 
to get EXACTLY the data you want 
“marked” to be saved with the “ALT-W” 
command. You can only move back a 

screen at a time, and you may have to 
save a bit MORE text than you want. 
(You can always edit this “extra stuff’ out 
later with a word processor). You may 
also be able to capture the text you want 
by telling paKet to search for a given word 
or phrase in the flashback text. This will 
make the program stop on the FIRST oc- 
currence of this word in the text, and ev- 
ery occurrence after that (if you tell paKet 
to search again). 

STRENGTH: PaKet works very 
well as a PERSONAL mailbox, and this 
latest version WILL permit you to send 
BULLETINS to others...BUT!! 

WEAKNESS: Do NOT tell your 
friendly LAN BBS to forward BULLE- 
TINS TO YOU!! PaKet will deftly re- 
ceive the bulletins and then SEND THEM 

BACK OUT AGAIN during it’s next for- 

ward cycle WITH A NEW “BID” (BUL- 
LETIN I.D.)!!!' This is MAJOR packet 
NO NO...and you 26% “BID” (BULLE- 
TIN L.D.)!!! This is MAJOR packet NO 
NO...and you are guaranteed to receive 
10’s, 100’s...maybe even 1,000’s of mes- 
sages back from frustrated/furious sysops 
around the NATION telling you what a 
LID you are for clogging the national and 
International packet network with dupli- 
cate bulletins!!! 

STRENGTH: You can read se- 
lected bulletins (and save them to your 


hard drive) with a paKet script, so you 
DON’T need to ask your LAN BBS 
SYSOP to send you bulletins! 

WEAKNESS: Try not and “shell 
out” to DOS more than a few times, as 
there appears to be some sort of bug 
within the paKet software that will cause 
your computer to LOCK UP if you do this 
too often. . 

“STRENGTH: PaKet “knows” 
what the last file you accessed was (when 
reading or editing or sending messages 
or files). It will automatically take you 
back to that file the next time you choose 
one of the above functions. 

WEAKNESS: If you worked with 
a file on drive “A” or “B” and then RE- 
MOVED the floppy from that drive, you 
will be greeted with a DOS complaint that 
the file paket wants you’to work with 
cannot be found. The only way out of 
this dilemma is to either insert the disk 
with the file in question into your PC, or 
to “Abort” the process and forget about 
it. 

And now.... (drum roll, please) here 
is the promised paKet script! This par- 
ticular script is “tweaked” to work with

the AA4RE BBS software, and uses some 
commands unique to that program. If 
similar commands are available in other 
BBS software (ask your SYSOP), then 
you can substitute those for the ones you 
see here. COMMENTS in the script are 
offset by asterisks at the beginning of a 
line. As a general rule, a COMMENT 
LINE explaining a script action PRE- 
CEDES the line that performs that ac- 
tion.

NEW FCC RFI 


HANDBOOK TO BE 
AVAILABLE SOON 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has released a new Inter- 
ference Handbook for consumers. The 
24-page, full color book will be stocked 
by FCC field offices around the coun- 
try to provide people experiencing in- 
terference to home electronic equip- 
ment with information and solutions to 
interference problems. 

-The book deals not only with in- 
terference to televisions from radio 
transmitters, but also illustrates and de- 
scribes interference caused by poor an- 
tennas (weak signals, ghosting); elec- 
trical interference from home devices 
such as hair dryers; electrical interfer- 
ence from power lines; and interference 
from home computers and low power 
radio devices such as garage door open- 
ers. In addition to interference to tele- 
visions, the handbook describes solu- 
tions to interference to hi-fi systems, 
telephones, and video cassette record- 
ers. Techniques for solving problems 
include the use of ferrite cores, improv- 
ing receiving antenna systems, check- 
ing cabling, and isolating intercon- 
nected units to find the one that is at 
fault. 

The book lists addresses and 
phone numbers for sources of high- pass 
filters, common-mode filters, band-re- 
ject filters, ferrites and beads, ac line 
filters, telephone filters, and interfer- 
ence-resistant telephones, as well as an 
extensive list of manufacturers of home 
electronic equipment. Page 1 of the new 
FCC Interference Handbook says } 
“Many interference problems are the 
direct result of poor equipment instal- 
lation. 

Cost-cutting manufacturing tech- 
niques, such as insufficient shielding 
or inadequate filtering, may also cause 
your equipment to react to a nearby ra- 
dio transmitter. This is not the fault of 
the transmitter and little can be done 
to the transmitter to correct the prob- 
lem. Ifa correction cannot be made at 
the transmitter, actions must be taken 
to stop your equipment from reacting 
to the transmitter.” ARRL Laboratory 
Supervisor Ed Hare, KAICV, says, 
“This is the statement from the FCC 
that hams have been waiting for. The 
book takes a fair and honest approach 
to explaining responsibilities and cures 
for interference problems. The FCC 
team that put this together has done a 
fine job with a complex technical and 
emotional subject.” At presstime, it was 
not clear when FCC field offices would 
be stocked with the new publication.

LINUX - An Interesting 


alternative. 

With the release of Windows 95 
just around the corner and the ultimate de- 
mise of OS2 WARP, operating systems are all 
the rage now. Let’s talk about them again 
and throw in another choice. 

Windows 95 is an upgrade to the 
very popular Windows 3.11 but with a very 
important difference that made me think twice 
about switching. Windows 95 is a standalone 
system and does not require MS-DOS to op- 
erate. Windows 95 can open a DOS session 
and will run DOS programs in that session 
but Microsoft is really trying to wean people 
off DOS for the eventual transition to WIN- 
DOWS NT or whatever the next generation 
will be. Without DOS as the basis for Win- 
dows, the hardware configuration will less 
important. Drivers don’t have to reside in the 
lower 1 Megabyte so you won’t run out of DOS 
RAM. The Plug and Play specification will 
force developers to comply with hardware con- 
figurations which the operating system can 
understand. The bottom line is that a system 
purchased from a store will come ready to run 
and should you wish to expand, the job will 
be painless. 

Windows 95 offers much prom- 
ise but not without some grief. First, the very 
fact that I can’t quit Windows and get back to 
good old DOS scares me a little. Some of my 
favorite programs may not run in this special 
DOS session under 95. Second, the release 
of this program has been delayed so much, 
that I may take a ‘wait and see if it works’ 
attitude. What I have still works, why not 
wait for the next version! Also, Windows 95 
is still not completely up to the multitasking 
capability of Windows NT. At this point I 
may skip over the interim upgrade and move 
directly to NT. Last and most important, none 
of the Windows operating systems can really 
match the capability of the UNIX systems that 
ship with workstations. UNIX is not only 
multitasking but also multi-user. In a network 
environment, a multi-user system can ‘actu- 
ally reside on a different desktop. A single 
high performance platform can serve the needs 
of several users with lower cost stations on 
their desk. UNIX has been around for a long 
time and it is pretty solid. 

OS2 really tried to bridge that gap. 
It was a true multitasking operating system 
and it gained a pretty good following among 
computer users who didn’t mind playing with 
the configurations to get it working. OS2 had 
a quite a few bugs when it shipped, so install- 
ers had to log into Bulletin Boards to get 
patches and upgrades. But once it was run- 
ning, the OS2 users I know really like the 
product. Unfortunately IBM has announced 
that it will no longer continue to market the 
product to the general public. The fancy 
WARP label and the great TV commercials 
were just not enough to displace Windows or 
even gain enough market share to be profit- 
able. 


The most interesting aspect of 
OS2 is the ability to spin off multiple DOS 
windows with Terminate and Stay Ready tasks 
running in each of them. For example, under 
OS2, I could open.a DOS window and launch 
a voice mail application. This application 
talks to a communication board with a fax 
modem. Once launched, this task would run 
in the background, only consuming process- 
ing time when the phone rings. The compa- 
rable task under DOS or Windows would re- 
quire the TSR for the voice mail system to be 
loaded at boot and this task would consume 
additional processor power and more impor- 
tant, precious lower memory. 
Another interesting choice of op- 
erating systems is LINUX. LINUX is a PC 
compatible port of UNIX with an interesting 


twist. LINUX is not owned by any one com-. 


pany and is available free of charge. The only 
cost for LINUX is the price of the distribu- 
tion media and any documentation provided. 
The best way to get LINUX is on CD ROM. 
There are several sources of the ROM and I 
have always found them at Hamfests. 

LINUX is a true multitasking, 
multi-user implementation of UNIX. This 
means that the host or other computers con- 
nected to you can run multiple programs on 
your machine. The Graphical User Interface 
GUI of choice for LINUX is X Windows. X 
Windows extends the GUI over a network so 
that you can operate graphical on anther ma- 
chine. Current ports of X on PC compatibles 
have demonstrated excellent performance 
with X several times faster than a SPARC 20 
SUN Workstation. 

The most appealing aspect of 
LINUX is the networking capability. 
Networkin under LINUX is seamless. For 
amateurs interested in Packet, there isa BETA 
version of AX.25 for LINUX which will con- 
nect two machines via packet. The 9600 baud 
modems would work 
even better. Phone mo- 
dem data rates are im- 
proving all the time and 
LINUX will network 
over the phone lines very 
easily. Internet connec- 
tions are easy. LINUX 
can operate BBS’s as 
background tasks so if 
you can leave your com- 
puter running, LINUX 
will support several 
channels of unattended 
digital radio. 


There are 
several applications 
available for LINUX in- 
cluding spreadsheets 
and word processing, so 
you can still get normal 
work done. The most in- 
teresting applications 
for LINUX are the op- 
erating system emula- 
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tors. An operating system emulator opens a 
window under LINUX and runs a common op- 
erating system in it. There is already a ver- 
sion available that will run as a Macintosh. 
This program opens a copy of a Mac screen 
on your monitor as separate task. The operat- 
ing system runs in native mode because it is 
written in the language of the processor run- 
ning LINUX. The Mac application runs with 
a 680x0 emulator which translates the instruc- 
tions into 386 code. Initial reports of this 
emulator are promising. Speed is acceptable 
but there are still bugs. Can the same be ac- 
complished for Windows? Yes, but it will take 
a lot of work. 

Unfortunately LINUX is not for 
the computer novice. The operating system 
is provided as source code and usually requires 
minor modifications to run on a given plat- 
form. The C compiler and linker are provided 
and the whole task of building and loading a 
kernel takes about an hour. Once up, LINUX 
is UNIX. The operating system starts out as 
a command line interface much like DOS. The 
learning curve is a little steep and the com- 
mands are not always consistent because the 
operating system was written by committee 
and each part was created by a different group. 

LINUX ‘is gaining popularity 
among power computer users because the 
mainstream operating systems like Windows 
or MAC OS are isolating the user from the 
operation of the machine. Power users typi- 
cally like to customize their system to their 
own taste. LINUX is wide open for this. 

If your interesting in dabbling 
with UNIX, give LINUX a try. It can be con- 
figured to dual boot with DOS and Windows, 
so all you really need is some extra disk space. 
Be prepared to buy a book and do a little read- 
ing and don’t be surprised if you enjoy your 
system more now that you have control over 
it. Steve

NEW PROCEDURE TO 


AFFECT DXCC 


DECISION 


Just before the July ARRL Board 
meeting, the Membership Services Com- 
mittee (MSC) voted to remove from the 
Awards Committee Standard Operating 
Procedure (SOP) an administrative inter- 
pretation of a Board motion. The deleted 
text said in part, “Thus it requires a fa- 
vorable recommendation by the DKAC 
to initiate a country status review by the 

- Awards Committee.” It was the sense of 


the Board that the Awards Committee . 


should review negative as well as posi- 
tive country status recommendations of 
the DXAC. This led to a vote by the 
ARRL Awards Committee on July 25, that 
Scarborough Shoal (Huang Yan Dao) 
should be added to the DXCC List under 
Point 2(a) of the Countries List Criteria. 
As announced on June 30, 1995, in a 
Headquarters news release, the DXAC 
had voted 9-to-7 against recommending 
the addition of Scarborough to the DXCC 
Countries List. “Awards Committee 
members all felt that Scarborough meets 


the rules that were in place when the pe-- 


_ tition for new country status was re- 
ceived,” said committee chairman and 
Membership Services Manager Chuck 
Hutchinson, K8CH. The Awards Com- 
mittee also concluded that the reef meets 
the definition of an island under the UN 
Law of the Sea Conventions. China 
claims Scarborough, and there is an ab- 
sence of other territorial claims. Finally, 
it is more than 225 miles from the near- 
est part (an island) of China. Under pro- 
cedures established by the ARRL Board, 
and because the chairmen of the DXAC 
and the Awards Committee have been 
unable to find a compromise, an appeal 
is automatic. In the next step, the two 
committees will report the reasons for 
their votes to the board’s MSC, for a rec- 
ommendation to the full Board, which 
ultimately will decide the matter.

August to December; only with heavy — 
rainfalls especially in the low lying ar- 

eas. Earthquakes pose great risks to 

people in the Caribbean and thank God 

we have not had great disasters coming 

out of it in a long time. Wild fires cause 

serious soil erosion and the destruction 

of beautiful vegetation that is of great 

beauty here in the Caribbean. 

_ The emergency plans in each island 
are updated annually and the islands are 
about 90% ready to work with these di- 
sasters. 

Anyhow, I have to finish and I must 
say it is quite nice to live in the Carib- 
bean. To me, it is paradise - great beaches 
and slow living. .

3 hams die In LA 
shooting 


Three Los Angeles-area amateurs 
are dead following a shooting rampage _ 
at a city facility. 

A disgruntled radio repairman for 
the City of Los Angeles on July 19 is | 
charged with killing four men, all super- 
visors at the city’s Piper Tech Center. The 
three amateurs killed were Marty 
Wakefield, N6BZ, 57, of Venice; Neil. 
Carpenter, KA6QIB, 61, of Paimdale; and 
Anthony Gain, W6KFN, 78, of 
Montebello. A fourth supervisor who was 
killed in the attack, James Walton, was 
not a ham. 

Gain, an Advanced class licensee, 
was trustee for a repeater operated by the 


‘ city. He had chosen to continue to work 


rather than retire, said a coworker, Rob 
Hanson, AA6BN. Wakefield was an ac- 
tive DXer and until May had been an 
ARRL volunteer examiner. Carpenter 
held an Advanced class license. All four 
shooting victims also held FCC General 
Radiotelephone licenses. 

All three amateur-licensed victims 
were active in the Los Angeles City Ama- 
teur Radio Volunteers, a club aimed at 


- helping city employees become licensed, 


with an eye toward emergency prepared- 
ness functions, Hanson said. | 
The alleged killer has been charged

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HURRICANE 
... That headline so 
prominently displayed 
on the front page of 
the Florida Skip issue just received might 
well be repeated for this issue as well. 
Hurricane Erin came to Florida and 
toured Central Florida as well as the Pan- 
handle. 

Florida Army MARS members 
went into action long before the actual 
Alert was set up. This action was taken 
in the form of sending Warning EEI (Es- 
sential Elements of Information) Reports 
to DOMS (Director of Military Support). 
It was felt by those operators that knowl- 
edge of the saturation of Florida prior to 
the storm’s making landfall was critical 
to the pursuit of emergency relief. EEIs 
were generated from several different lo- 
cations in the state thus guaranteeing an 
overall status report for the entire state. 

>From the Warning Order issued 
31 July until the Stand Down Order is- 
sued 04 August, Florida Army MARS 
members manned the emergency nets on 
three HF frequencies assigned to Florida 
via the Army MARS CONUS 
(CONtinental United States) Emergency 
Oplan 2-95. This plan is the basis for all 
emergency plans in the United States and 
is flexible enough to meet the varying 
needs from state to state. VHF emergency 
nets were also activated bringing into play 
the VHF simplex cluster concept that 
Florida is attempting to build. In addi-

tion to voice transmissions, packet and 
e-mail were used to transmit information 
and emergency traffic. 

' The capability of Florida Army 
MARS members to cover the state well 
in an emergency has been an asset well 
known to the federal agencies with whom 
the early information is shared. Direct 
contact with FEMA via its National 
Emergency Communications Net 
(NECN) was maintained by Alber! Fow/ 
AAAG4FL, the Florida Army MARS State 
Director. This interaction between agen- 
cies serves the people of Florida very well. 
While county structured communications 
via the Amateur community were very 
effectively carried out with the state, those 
Amateur operators who are also Army 
MARS members very often served both 
county/state and federal interests. The 
people of Florida were served very well 
at all levels. 

Support from Army MARS mem- 
bers from other states was indicative of 
the nationwide tnity of the MARS pro- 
gram. Check-ins to Florida nets came 
from Texas, Georgia, Kansas and other 
states. Messages of support came from 
still other states. 

This was the first major emergency 
covered by Army MARS since the major 
reorganization at the management level. 
For the first time, all the Area Directors 
are located at Fort Huachuca with the 
Office of Chief Army MARS. From this 
reporter’s perspective, a unity of opera-

tion and purpose seems to have evolved 
with this new arrangement. The ability 
of states to use the Area Gateway that is 
deemed most beneficial to the task at hand 
is one outgrowth of the reorganization. 
The support of Florida Army MARS and 
of Florida which tame out of Fort 
Huachuca was outstanding. 

Typical of Florida Army MARS sta- 
tions throughout the state, this station 
maintained contact on the Army MARS 
frequencies acting as NCS and lending 
other support. In addition, e-mail sup- 
port was maintained throughout the emer- 
gency period ... even when power was no 
longer available. Emergency: power 
would not have done this station much 
good since the antennas were taken down 
for safekeeping. (Being located only 50 
miles east of the landfall site, we had our 
share of high winds and heavy rains.) 
Telephone service was not lost and the 
laptop computer that I use handled e-mail 
very, very well. 

Eye witness information flowed 
continually from members all over the 
state and this is the type of on-the-spot 
information that was so critically needed 
by Fort Huachuca and the Pentagon. 
From studying the EEI reports generated 
during the storm, one could follow the 
progress of the storm and its results hour 
by hour. To gather them all together 
makes fascinating reading. They report 
the storm from its original landfall on the 
east coast of Florida right through to its 
violent passage through the Pensacola » 
area. 

Both DOMS and FEMA com- 
mented on the timeliness and excellence 
of the information given to them by Army 
MARS. 

In the aftermath of the storm, I was 
struck by the humanity of the Army 
MARS program as well as its effective 
communications capability. The first 
message that I received from Chief Army 
MARS, Robert Sutton expressed his con- 
cern about the welfare of the Florida 
Army MARS members. He wanted to 
know if any of the members had been in- 
jured. It took three days to get word into 
and out of Pensacola about all the mem- 
bers there. All Florida Army MARS 
members came through the storm in good 
health with minimal damage to homes 
and property. For this all Army MARS 
is grateful. 

Once again, Florida Army MARS 
has proved that it is, like all of Army 
MARS, proud, professional and ready.
